Cleveland, Nov. C>.— Mayor Tom L. 
Johnson was re-elected for tho fourth 
tim e as mayor of Cleveland in a hard 
fought battle in which the Republican 
ticket was headed by Congressman 
Theodore E. Burton, chairm an of the 
house committee on rivers and h a r ­ 
bors. 
C hairm an Baker of tile Republican 
com mittee concedes the election of 
Johnson by 6,000 plurality. 
At the 
Johnson headquarters his majority is 
plat ed at a higher figure. 
The elec­ 
tion of the entire city Democratic 
ticket is indicated by 5.000 or more. 
T he Democrats elected a majority of 
the councilmen. 
Congressman Burton made consid­ 
erable gains over the vote of two 
years ago, when William ii. B oyd was

Ihnisen, an Independence league 
representative on the fusion ticket. 
Chaii ina* Parsons of the Republican 
county committee, who was credited 
with having arranged the fusion, ex­ 
pressed 
surprise a t the result and 
placed the responsibility on the finan­ 
cial situation and repeaters. 
Leaders 
of the Independence league wing of 
the fusion declared its defeat due to 
fraud. 
in Kings county (Brooklyn) the Re­ 
publicans were generally successful, 
though the Democrats re-elected Dis­ 
trict Attorney Clarke. 
T h e Republicans lost a few m e m ­ 
bers of the assembly, probably six. 
Republicans 
swept all 
the 
candi­ 
dates with the exception of one into 
office at Buffalo. 
Elm ira returned to the Democratic 
column so far as the m ayoralty was 
concerned. 
Republicans elected a city 
and county ticket in Albany. 
For the first time in fourteen years 
tin' Republicans elected a mayor in 
Ct ira. and for the first time in seven­ 
teen years tile Democrats carried New­ 
burg. 
T he Republicans were victori­ 
ous in Ulster county and elected their 
candidate for mayor in Kingston. 
In 
R ochester 
the 
Republicans 
elected 
the mayor, but the Democrats carried 
the common council. 
Despite the protests of the united 
clergy, the Democrats of Auburn elect­ 
ed a brewer for mayor. 
In Troy, May­ 
or Elias Hoffman was re-elected by 
the Republicans. 
T he Independence league vote up 
sta te was light. 
The retu rn s show th* 
vote for the Bartletts iii Greater New 
York to he 809,925, against 
111,403 
for McDonough and Lyon, the Bide 
pendence league candidates for the.

WIN A 
SWEEPING 
VICTORY 


ELECTION RIOT IN KENTUCKY 


Results in Death of One M a n and In ­ 
jury of Three Others. 
Lexington, Ky., Nov. 6.—Following 
an election day riot here, Clyde Camp­ 
bell 
was killed, P a tro lm an Michael 
Murphy was probably fatally wounded 
and Patrolman Marion Smith and W. 
R. Campbell, Clyde’s father, were se­ 
verely wounded. 
The elder Campbell, 
who was a Republican candidate for 
councilman, was arrested after he had 
protested 
against 
w h at 
he 
termed 
election frauds. 
His son came to his 
assistance and was shot by Murphy. 
W. R. Campbell then shot Murphy, 
W’ho returned the fire, severely wound­ 
ing his man, although himself prob­ 
ably fatally hurt. 
T h e re is much ex­ 
citement. 
T here is some difference in the re­ 
ports of the shooting. 
A graphic ac­ 
count is given by T h o m as A. Knight, 
who saw the tragedy. 
Knight said that in a large crowd 
at a voting place he saw Officer Mur­ 
phy struggling with W. R. Campbell. 
Whet, the struggle seemed nearly over 
and Campbell seemed to be ceasing 
his 
resistance, 
Knight 
saw 
young 
Campbell run up and strike Murphy 
in 
the 
face. 
Murphy 
turned 
and 
kicked young Campbell in the stom ­ 
ach. Campbell then ran out E a s t High 
street, while Murphy continued toward 
the police station with his prisoner. 
A little later young Campbell came 
running up with a revolver in his 
hand. 
H e shoved the pistol into M ur­ 
ph y ’s 
face. 
Murphy 
was 
evidently 
surprised at the attack, but held on to 
his 
prisoner. 
Young 
Campbell 
de­ 
m anded t h a t Murphy turn his father 
loose, but Murphy refused. 
Ju st then 
Patrolm an Smith came, and as young 
Campbell turned to see the officer, 
Murphy struck him three times over 
the head wit Ii his club. 
Young Camp­ 
bell dropped to his knees and as he 
did so the elder Campbell shot Mur­ 
phy in the hack. 
Smith then drew 
his revolver and the shooting became 
general. 
Smith shot the elder Cam p­ 
bell. 
Murphy staggered up against 
the side of the building and continued 
to fire until he was struck by another 
bullet, 
apparently 
fired 
by 
young 
Campbell. 
Murphy had fallen, but he 
got up and staggered to where young 
Campbell was struggling with some 
''yie who had caught him. 
Murphy 
leaned over, placed th e muzzle of his 
pistol within a few inches of young 
Campbell’s body, took deliberate aim, 
and fired.

ELECTIONS IN OHIO. 


Results So Vari ous Par tisan Victories 
Cannot Be C la im ed as Such. 
Cincinnati, Nov. 0.— Ohio’s first ex­ 
perience in sep a ra te municipal elec­ 
tions dem onstrate t h a t these issues 
would he param ount and the results 
are so various that partisan victories 
cannot be generally claimed as such, 
each fight having some particular com­ 
plication. 
For Cleveland, in terest centered on 
tho contest of Mayor Johnson and 
Congressman Burton over the m atter 
of street railway fares, an ultimate 
3-cent fare or th e immediate accom­ 
plishment of present peace in local 
transportation 
m atters. 
The 
result 
showed 
a 
v o te leaning toward 
the 
form er idea, endorsed by Johnson. 
In Cincinnati. Markbreit, Rep., was 
elected mayor by so sweeping a vote 
that he has ap p a re n tly carried his 
entire ticket with him, ending a fight 
of Mayor Dempsey, Dem., for vindica 
tion of re-election, and tin* present ef­ 
forts of those who have been long op­ 
posing Republican leadership in Cin­ 
cinnati. 
In Toledo, Mayor Brand Whitlock, 
who refused a Democratic nomination 
and ran for re-election as an indepen­ 
dent, has been emphatically endorsed, 
securing over 7,000 plurality. 
Bond, Rep., was elected mayor of 
Columbus by from 5,000 to 7,(too plu­ 
rality over Duncan, Dem., who had 
announced strict enforcement of all 
liquor and Sunday laws as his plat­ 
form.

peared, according to

turns, to he In favor of the Democrats, 
their candidate, B urkhardt, 
wanning 
over both the Republican and Inde­ 
pendent candidates 
Mansfield elected a Republican m a y ­ 
or, while Canton, Youngstown, Zanes 
Ville, Springfield, Findlay, Portsmouth. 
Ironton and Xenia seem to have cho­ 
sen Democrats.

In Compressed Air. 


AT FORTY POUNDS PRESSURE 


The W a y It Feels W hen the Valve Is 
F irst Opened and the Cham ber Fills 
W ith 
the 
Inrushing 
A ir 
and 
Fog. 
W h y You Don't Collapse or Explode. 


As the lockkeeper turns the valve, 
writes A. 
W. Bulker In Appleton's 
Magazine, 
there is a scalp raising 
screech as if your car wore next the 
safety valve of a locomotive blowing 
steam, and as the inrushing air ex­ 
pands it fills the tiny chamber with 
fog so dense that you cannot see your 
hand before your eyes. 
Wider and 
wider the valve Is opened, the fog be­ 
coming even denser and tho racket 
increasing until the air fairly drones 
and your eyes and eardrums and your 
very scalp tremble with the air that 
is vibrating about you. 
For the first 
time in your life you 
realize that 
sound may inflict physical pain and 
that there is a possibility that it may 
kill. 
No sooner Is the big valve opened 
than you feel the pressure against your 
eardrums. 
A big wad of cotton seems 
thrust into each ear, and two big fin­ 
gers seem to push tho wads more and 
more firmly until each time when you 
swallow or blow Into your nose the 
sensation disappears only 
to begin 
anew. 
Should you purposely delay 
swallowing, within twenty seconds the 
pain becomes intense and finally ex- 
eructating, es if a pair of knitting nee­ 
dles were being pushed deep into your 
ears. 
Nothing short of the faith that oth­ 
ers successfully withstand these sen­ 
sations prevents you from becoming 
unduly excited, for actually you are 
in the throes of about tis disagreeable 
a situation as you care to meet. 
For 
the eternity of half a 
minute the 
racket and fog and ear pains continue. 
Then the noise ceases as suddenly as it 
began. 
(Ult of the fog comes the voice 
of your guide: • 
“Feeling all right? 
Ears till right? 
No trouble to breathe? 
Oh, you’ll be 
all right!” 
Again the valve screeches 
aud the air drones, the top of your 
head throbs, and you are shaken with­ 
in and without. 
Gradually, after the lapse of ten 
minutes, when the pressures in the 
heading and the lock become more 
equalized, the dill begins to slacken; 
then it falls more aud more and fades 
to nothing, after which the Rickman 
opens the beading door and you gaze 
upon another length of “tube” like that 
you left behind. 
How does it feel to be under forty 
pounds pressure? 
There is no sensa­ 
tion to it—none whatever—which is 
the trouble, for iii ease your heart is 
going to give out there is no warning 
symptom until too late. 
Against ev­ 
ery square foot of the surface of your 
body is a pressure of 5.700 pounds, and 
the only thing that prevents you from 
being squashed is the 5,700 pounds 
per square foot pressure inside of you, 
yet you do not feel this. 
The pressure from without is so 
great tuat were it not for the pressure 
within you would be smashed flat us 
a toad run over by a steam roller, and 
the JI res SM re within you is so great 
that were it not counterbalanced by 
the pressure from without you would 
explode to atoms like the shell of tv 
dynamite cartridge. 
Yet you have no means of realizing 
this. 
You feel perfectly natural. 
You 
breathe normally and without effort. 
You move about without being con­ 
scious of exertion. 
Only a feeling as 
of w ater left In the ears after bathing 
remains. 
The noise of 
rumbling cars and 
scraping shovels from ahead sounds 
natural. 
So does the voice of your 
guide. 
Only your own voice seems 
strange In your own ears—far deeper 
in pitch than you ever have heard it 
and ftir off, not as if it came from your 
own mouth, hut as if from ten feet be­ 
hind; also, and this strikes you queerly 
until you have found the cause, all 
sounds are chopped off short, for in 
this heavy atmosphere there Is little 
echo and carrying Vower. 
Even the 
explosion 
of 
a 
dynamite 
cartridge 
makes no more noise than a shotgun 
fired above in daylight. 
In tliis dense atmosphere were you 
to try to whistle with your lips or to 
blow a cornet or a fife you might blow 
your lungs out without producing a 
sound, for the pressure would resist 
any sound waves of which your lungs 
were capable. 
Owing to the excessive 
supply of oxygen, were you to light a 
match it would burn with the rapidity 
of tinder, amid volumes of smoke. 
For the same reason an oil lamp or 
a lantern would burn Itself out within 
a few minutes, emitting volumes of 
soot that would completely hide the 
flames. 
And for the same reason a 
lighted pipe or cigar will burn of it­ 
self 
without 
suction’, 
and a 
single 
mouthful of smoke is all you would be 
able to get out of a cigarette. 
Were you 
to bring an empty corked bottle into this 
pressure from the outside, the pressure 
against the cork, unbalanced by pres­ 
sure from within, would be so great 
that you would lie-unable to pull the 
stopper. 
These are a few instances of 
what 
you 
find 
when 
under 
forty 
pounds of pressure.
